JAPANESE AND BRITISH FAIL TO 
REACH COMPROMISE 


BRITISH PRICES LOWER 


A svvere sales competition is pre- 
dicted for Japaneso and British In- 
dlan pig iron, as. the. result of the 
recont failure of negotiations between 
the representatives of Japanese pro- 
ducers and British Indian oxportors 
on the compromise to be effected be- 
tween them on the sales in Japan, 
says the “Japan Advertiser.” 

While a representative of the Burn 
Iron Manufacturing Company in 
India was staying in Tokyo recent- 
ly, he negotiated with Japanese pra- 
ducers of {ron on an. amicable ar- 
rangement of the preclusion of coni- 
petition between Japanoze and Indian 
iron, This has failed to succeed and, 
in consequence, the British company 
has deemed it necessary to open a 
sales war in Japan against Japaneso 
Products as there is no room for 
compromise, The reprosentative of 
this company is expected to arrange 
with Kishimoto and Campany, Osaka, 
which ig the sole agent for Burn and 
Bengal companies’ products for 
Japan, on the methods of competi- 
tlon. : 


The price of Indlan pig iron is be- 
lieved to be lowered, materially to 
compete with Japanese products. 
Unless the tariff rate is raised for 
the protection. of Japanese fron pro- 
ducers, they are likely to. suffer.

As a result they had decided to 
make a trial of renting. premises, 
which, would be open to any mem- 
bers of the Helena May, and on 
Thursday they secured a rather 
charming house. They had got to 
furnish it, and they had. only 


been able to secure the. tenure of |. 


the premises for one year. It 
was a house with six rooms, and 
it was their intention to make it 
into a hostel. and as much like 
the Institute as possible, They 
hoped to have it open by Jannary 
1, 1980, and she hoped that it would 
encourage many women in Kowloon 
to join the Helena May. That In- 
stitute represented the women of 
Hong Kong, and they wanted it to 
represent them all. 

The report and balance sheet 
were presented by Mrs, Strachey 
(Hon. Seeretary), and were passed. 

Annual Report : 

The report stated that the mem- 
bership now numbered 455, which 
included 77 new members, during 
the current year. There were 10 
quarterly members, and these were 
not included in the grand total, 

A Bronze Tablet had been placed 
In the hall of the. Club to com- 
memorate the original donors and 
the purpose for which the Club

It was founded 
mainly through the generosity of 
Sir Ellis Kadoorle, Kt., and Mr. Ho 
Kom-tong, 0.B.E., assisted by many 
other subscribers, to commemorate 
the valuable service rendered to the 
colony by Helena, wife of Sir Henry

much time and enthusiasm.”

Mr. Borg: summed up the advantages 
of electric drive for large shin as fol- 
lows: Electric transmisston gives a 
simple and practical means of specd 
reduction between the high speed tur- 
bine and the slow speed propeller in 
almost any ratio, This meana that the 
best turbine speed (R.P.M.) can be 
adopted for the design of the most 
efficient turbine, also that the R.P.M. 
of the propeller can be made such as 
to give the best propeller efficiency. 
If affords means of reversal by alm- 
ple change of clectrical connections 
without changing the direction of ro- 
tation of the turbine, and thug elimin- 
ates the space occupied by reversing 
turbines and their loss while the ship 
operates In a forward direction. Any 
desired reversing torque up to the full 
power of the turbine can be obtained

TIMBER SHIPS 


Deck Load Losses Never 
Reported 


A feature of tho White Seca Tim- 
ber Trade of the. present sgason has 
been the. number of vessels which 
have lost their deck loads which have 
been reported. The trade is, of 
course, one: in which underwriters 
obtain substantial additional pre- 
mlums, but nevertheleas when it is 
realised that there have been per- 
hops half-a-dozen strandings, and 
that on one day alone six vossels 
were reported bound out of White 
Sea ports with casualtics, which in- 
clude loss of deckload, serious astruc- 
tural damage, and stranding, it will 
be realised that these are justified. 
Apparently there has. been» -some 
semi-political ‘manoeuvring over this 
trade recently, , for according to 
“Lioyd’s List," Riaslan consignors 
and thelr agents have been spreading 
reports to the effect that this year’s 
chartering business on the White Sea 
route {s as good as ever, it being al- 
feged that the stocks of timber are 
almost at an end, 

Tt is suggested, howover, that 
these reports have been circulated in 
order to frighten shipowners “whose 
experiences this year on the route 
have been anything but encouraging” 
into renouncing the higher freight 
rates on which they have been in- 
siating of late, It is sald that Nor- 
wegian experts report that little 
more than half the timber that {s 
ready for export has been shipped 
from Archangel in mid-October, and 
that 200 or $00 more vessels will bo 
required to transport the timber still 
remaining, It would seem then that 


.there is likely to be n rush of bust- 


ness in this trade if ‘tho timber fs 
to be transported before the season 
closes, and this is a factor which 
underwriters -might well take into 
consideration when quoting for the 
insurances of timber shipments from 
the White Sea. ae 
Apparently “Arcos” has chartered! 
a number of Greck vessels for the 
trade, and underwritera will recol- 
lect that several Greek ships have 
been reported os casualties on voy= 
ages out of the White Sea. It. js 
suggested that many of these ves 
sels havé proved to be ill-adapted for 
the. trade, and this is also a matter 
which underwriters should take into 
consideration, although they, hettor 
than anyone, know the type of ship 
which is best sulted to this trade, 
It fs not suggested that underwrit- 
ers should ‘use the - opportunity of 
charging exccesive rates. on timber 
shipments fromthe White Sea, but 
it may be. poltiteg‘out - that they 
have already incu & number of 
casualties, many > ¥h are likely 
to. result in he. aigas,.and that 
it is only by-obtalning substantial 
premiums on the ‘cargoes, and addi. 
tional premiums onthe hulls of vos- 
sels engaged in this. trado, that they 
can hope to recoup themselves for 
their lossos. .

SINKING OF “VESTRIS" 


The prevention of a second “Ves- 
tris” disaster is the basis upon which 


Senator Robert F. Wagner, of New]: 


York, Is urging Congressional rovi- 
sion of the United States laws gov- 
ernming construction, inspection,’ inguy- 
ance, salvage, liability and other mat- 
ters having relationship with safety 
at pea. Senator Wagner, who has 
made o study of the maritime Jaws, 
during the regular session of Con- 
Breas In December will’ again em- 
Phasise the need of a code to low- 
or risk ot sea. His plan is to have 
a Congressional Committee to study 
the operation of all Federal laws re- 
lating to steamships and to develop 
them in such a way. that they will 
Promote safaty. “The present Hmit- 
ed lability law of the United States 
codo does not encourago steamship 
companies to spend more money for 
safety than is ‘required to pass 
steamship inspection,” said the Sena- 
tor in a United Press interview. 
“Under American law, the liability of 
the “Vestris” owners was ' only 
$40,000, but under the English law 
it would have been $900,000. This 
antiquated limited ability law was 
passed by Congress in 1851, when 
U.8. shipping was negligible in quan- 
tity, and must be raised to more 
nearly equal the British law.” 
tor Wagner is no longer interested 
In the “Vestria” disaster, excopt as 
a case furnishing evidence of the 
urgent need for a revision of the ad- 
miralty lows, Although his pro- 
posal is an outgrowth of the alnking 
of the “Vestris,” his intention Is for 
a” far more comprehensive ° survey 
than was contemplated in the Con.’

‘A PROBLEM RAISED UNIQUE 
AMONG EUROPEANS 


= N 
POTTED DRAMA PREFERRED 


The invention of the talking film 
creates in Japan a problem unique 
among civilized nations. Japan had 
her own varict; of talking film long 
before it was thought of in the 
West, but it was a Iiving, not a 
mechanical tongue that the Jap- 
anese movies apoke, and ati] speak, 
for the Japanese prefer the living 
to the notted drama if they can get 
it. The problem now is whether 
the mechanical talktes will sup- 
plant the ving voice on the 
Japanese cinema stage, writes the 
Yokohama correspondent of tho 


Translator’ Required 

From the first appearance of 
films in Japan a lecture or running 
commentary, delivered by an ex: 
pert comedian, accompanied the ex- 
hibition.’ A foreign production 
with titles and subtitles in the 
language of the country of origin, 
the film required a translator who 
spoke in the vernacular, and he be- 
came an essential part of the en- 
tertainment, Indeed, he soon de 
veloped into something more; he 
became the god of the machine, 
letting the public into the secrets 
of the plot and action of the story. 
His interpretation of the drama, 
and his usually witty comments on 
it, were a sort of farcical accom- 
paniment to the tone of which the 
play’ went on to its inevitable end; 


and, to the intellectual, this part of 


the show was moro interesting than 
the piece itself. The Katsuben, as 
he was called, became at lenat 40 
per cent. of the piece to the average 
patron of the cinema hall. 
The Living Voice 
The question now exciting’ the 
Japanese public is whether the 
mechanical talking film will dis- 
place the living voice on the stage 
of the cinema. The 10,000 profes- 
sional Katsuben of the country 
have been a ‘powerful influence: on 
public opinion; for these the vaice 
of the average movie actor or ac- 
treas will seem a tame substitute, 
A gifted Katsuben will most suc- 
ceasfully fill the blank * streaks 
created on a popular film by the 
paint of the ‘police censor, and a 
broadcast of the talk given by a 
good Katauben has become the most 
popular of radio items in Japan, 
‘ An Old Custom 
The custom of having speech and 
action in drama taken by different 
persons Is quite old in Japan. It 
was 80 difficult to find good actors 
with equally good voices that an‘ 
elocutionist stood at the side of the 
stage reciting the words to which 
the actor fitted his yestures. The 
Katsuben had only to reverse the 
process, fitting his Janguage to 
what he saw on the sereen. 
International Films : 
The above quotation, taken from 
the “International . Review of 
Educational Cinematograph,” isa 
fairly just estimate of the new 
power which can be wielded by 
means of the screen. * af

LITTLE DRESSMAKER 


A Cuddly Dolly For Baby 
Sister 
A reader wants to make a soft, 
cuddly dolly for her baby sister; 
and one of the very’ nicest of these 
dolls is fashioned from wool—white, 
or any pale colour will look pretty. 
Bexin by cutting a piece of card- 


board about eight inches long and‘ 


three inehes wide. Wind the wool: 
loosely over and over the card 
lengthways until you've got quite a 
thick skein. Tie the skein at (the 
top; not tightly, but just enough to 
keep it tidy, and slip it off the card. 
Now tie tightly “round” the wkein, 
about two inches from one end, to 
mark the head; then tie round the 
skein three inchea below the: firat 
tie, to mark the place where the legs 
are tq begin. -.Dgde the rest of 
the skein into two-foY the legs, and 
tie round half an"inchi from the end 
to represent “ankles?” °/ 

Now wind some, more wool round 


‘the eight by three inch card, mak- 


ing about twenty-four  turrls, -for 
the arms. Take the skein off the 
card as before, tie round each end, 
half an inch up, to represent wrists, 
and slip the skein through the body 
skein, just below the tle round the 
head, securing It here with a stitch 
or two of the sume wool. : 

And now we're ready'to make the 
face! Two little pink dots-in the 
middle for her'nose, a few wee 
straight stitches in pink wool under- 
neath .for her mouth,,and blue 
stitches for eyes—and there you 
are! You will find it best to tie 
round the head about a quarter of 
an inch below the -top, to keep the 
strands in position; . then, if you 
cut through these top folds of wool 
and fluff them out, you'll give the 
dol! a curly topknot.

-ag one system, of which Jesus Is, a 
part; the part is organic to the 
whole, a3 is the whole to the part, 
and each must be interpreted ac- 
cordingly,” Tho result will not be 
a ‘reduced’ Christology; on "the 
contrary, it will be a greatly ox- 
. panded doctrine ‘of Incarnation, 
And if one great instance seems to 
stand out above all the .rest, the 
logical, course is, not to seek Ita ex- 
planation in its supposed isolation 
from other things, but rather to use 
it as the formula in terms of which 
the lesser instances must be inter- 
preted. Moreover, the position I 
am opposing. is. really inconsistent 
with Incarnation itself. The 
essence of Incarnation, as I have al- 
‘Feady suggested, consists in the 
infinite manifest in the finite, or in 
the finite exalted above its own 
nwre finitude by reagon of. its place. 
‘und function in the whole. But 
this becomes inexplicable if it is 
hel that there is no analogy be- 
tween the finite and the iafinite. 
‘To eliminate the difference {3 no 
doubt fatal, and issues in the flat- | 
level of pantheism; but, on the other 
‘hand, to turn that difference into 
an absolute division is no less fatal. 
Neither error can do justice to that 
element of self-transcendence which 
ig at the centre of every great ex- 
perience, above all in religion, and 
is entirely in harmony with the idea 
of Incarnation.

A CRITICS VIEW 


The following interesting inter- 
view of Mr, Stirling Fessenden 
with the “Osaka Mainichi” (Japan) 


Is reported in the columns of a re-_ 


cent issue of that paper, as follows: 


“Shanghai would go to hell, if 
extraterritoriallty were abolished 
now,” sald Mr. Stirling Fessenden, 
Director-General of Shanghai.’ A 
lawyer, by’ profession’ Mr. Fessen- 
den has ,been ‘keenly interested In 
the Chinese problem from the point 
of view of international laws. He 
is a Shanghai resident ‘of. long 
standing. In fact, for the six years 


-Jending April this year he was the- 
‘{Chairman of the Shanghaf Munfct- 


pal Counctl, and since his resigna- 
tion of that honorary position he 
has been appointed the Director. 
General of that International set- 
tlement. -He has- been attending 
the Kyoto Conference. of the In- 
stitute of Pacific’ Relations’ for the 
last several days. 

“It fs all very well,” continued 
Mr. Fessenden, “for Mr. Yul (the 
chief Chinese delegate to the Kyoto 
Conference)’ to argue that China. 
wants to have the stigma of extra- 
territoriality abolished at once. But 
can China really set her house in 
order by ‘herself? Perhaps Mr. 
Yui-thinks she can, but unfortun- 
ately he is practically the only ona 
who thinks‘ 80... All the British, 
Américan, ard other - delegates 
whom I met in Kyoto are, on the 
contrary, of the opinfor that. it 
would be:dangerous for the Powera 
to. expose-their’ nationals to the’ 
danger of the present most {mper.

Because guiding is such a normal 
activity, it seems‘remarkable that 
it has so much to offer girls who 
are blind, deaf, crippled, and ill. 
But the chief virtue of the move- 
ment Is in its adaptability. It has 
been proved that physical disability 
cannot prevent them from enjoying 
the normal, healthy, cheerful things 
that other girls enjoy. It is 
nothing short of astonishing to 
watch the effect of girl guiding on 


a child who has been cut of from |} * 


her fellows by some chronic dis- 
ability. She loses her sense of in- 
feriority to other people, and her 
fmproved mental state -reacts 
favourably on her bodily health. 
The guide company and brownje 
pack at the Institute for the Blind 
in Melbourne have been formed for 
a little over a year. The guides 
have already passed their tender- 
foot test, and are working for their 
second-class badges. Things move 
more slowly than in a “sighted” 
company, because every guide 
‘needs individual attention. But 
{in spite of that the tests only have 
! to be slightly adapted. At present 


the guides are very excited over’ 


| their morse signalling, which they 
;tap out on a‘ keyboard. Two 
1 “sighted” rangers work 4n the 
patrols, The effect that guiding 
} has had on the girls is evident to 
{all who come in contact with them, 
, One girl, of exceptional intel- 
| gence, used to do nothing but sit

| terested In guiding she finds that 
there are endless excitements in

Revolutionary Thrills 
In Roumania 


(‘The Five Flamboye", by Francis 
Beeding. (Hodder & Stough- 
.ton 7/6d, net).} 7 

(By “Bookworm”) 


To be drawn slowly and seduc- 
tively into a revolutionary plot to 
overthrow the regime in Roumania, 
accompanied by an amusing com- 
ps nion, is the enticing prospect. for 
readers of thls readable book. 

Mr. Beeding, who already has five 
novels to his credit, never takes his 
crooks seriously, and: sketches-in 
even their most diabolical acts with 
an ironical humour, Take 
Moussorsky for example; a dis- 
agrozable gentleman, a child of the 
Internationale, with tousled hair 
and a fanatic's eyes, who trembles 
with ccstasy when he quotes 
Shelley, yet who is, by instinct, 
nothing better than a cold-blooded 
butcher. The author makes one 
feel that the crimes contemplated 
and committed by his characters 
are not wicked so much as “un- 
pleasant.” . 

—— | 
John Baxter, the hero, is a typl- 


{eal Englishman; sensible, with o 


true eye for comedy, no ability for 
the sentimental, yet possessed of a 
whimsical outlook that almost 
amounts to irony, and a determina- 
tion to take nothing too seriously. 

The whole story is told by Baxter, 
who js an admirable raconteur, with 
some finesse, restraint, and a good 
enough education to see through 
People. 

Another character to whom many 
readers should become attached ‘is 
Colonel Granby, British Secret 
agent, who very ably: and at no 
small personal risk, impersonates a 
murdered Jew who, in his unen- 
viable lifetime, tried to talk and 
live like a Scotsman. So Granby is 
faced with a double task, but 
carries it off with eclat, despite the 
discomfort which fidelity to detaila 
(such as chewing gum, not smok- 
ing, or drinking) entails. | 

One agrees with the author that 
inherent in Granby {s something of 
the genius when, in ord. + to erente 
confusion and elude his captors, he 
plugs the spout of a soda water 
bottle with chewing gum and causes 
an explosion. He is alive ‘to all 
dangers, and even’ arranges to have 
his leg “broken” in a car accident, 
that “he may the-more+ perfectly 
execute his plans.

The villain is ‘not altogether an 
unlikeable personality, but he has 
an irritating manner of behaving 
like an Elizabethan courtier, com- 
plete with beard and swagger. But 
he is witty, nonchalant even in 
danger, and knows how to turn a 
graceful or ironic phraae to suit all 
occasions. The trouble is that he 
takes himself seriously, and sighs 
in explanation ' of his pecadilloes, 
that he ‘was born out of his time.
